“The President of the United 
States signed into law the Com. 
munity Development Block Gr- 
ant Program under the provi- 
sions of Title I of the Commu- 
nity Development Act of 1974, 
The purpose of this act is the 
development of communities, 
decent housing and expanding 
economic conditions principally 
for persons of low and mod- 
erate income.” 

Kloss continued, “It is with 
pleasure that I present to you 
a letter from the President ex- 
pressing his congratulations on 
the completion of your plans 
for Community Development in 
the City of Elba.” 

He added, “The Department 
of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment has approved your appli- 
cation for $49,000 for fiscal 
year 1975 and Mr. John Will 
Pitts, director of HUD, Bir- 
mingham area office offers his 
assistance to you in carrying 
out this program.” 

Mayor Sawyer responded 
with, “We owe our thanks to 
Mr. D. M. English, for his 
help, the President, Mr. Pitts 
and you Mr. Kloss for all the 
help you have given and/or as- 
Surances for future help with 
this grant. Our City Clerk 
Jack Prescott and Mr. English 
have worked long, hard hours 
in preparing this project. They 
have met with me at 6:30 in 
the morning and at 9:00 at 
night. Now it is paying off 
for Elba.” 

The letter from President 
Ford. to Mayor Sawyer is re- 
produced below: 


Dear Mayor Sawyer: 


Last August, I had the honor 
of signing into law the Hous- 
ing and Community Devel- 
opment Act of 1974. 


This historic legislation was 
passed by the Congress to ch- 
ange the old, helter-skelter 
system of helping our cities 
grow. The new act is desi- 
gned to let the cities and co- 
unties of our Nation set their 
own priorities and make their 
own plans -- with only very 
broad Federal guidelines. 


I am pleased and delighted th- 
at your City has completed its 
own plan -- and that it has 
been approved by the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment. 


That is only the first ‘step. 
I urge that you enlist all your 
citizens in helping to carry 
out this plan. This is a new 
direction in Federal policy and 
requires total public partici- 
pation if it is to succeed. 


Congress has passed an ex- 
cellent law The Department 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment has completed its task. 


Now it is up to you.

Even though the law reads that the county engineer will hire and 
fire his employees, it also says, “it is the duty of the commi- 
. SSion to fix, from time to time, in accordance with prevail- 
ing economic conditions, the various scales of wages or sal- 
aries‘to be paid While they can’t fire any employee of 
the road department, they can cut the pay so low that the person 


will be forced to quit! Now that is control, the way I look at it 


-Our City Council is faced with the necessity of increasing 
the rates for sewage service. None of us like to see incre- 
ased expenses but if it is necessary to have an increase, | hope 
they will have guts enough to get enough in one increase and 
have sense enough to plan the sewer program to best utilize 
this money over a long range period rather than getting us by 
“for this term of office.”

NATIONAL INTERESTS REQUIRED PRESIDENT'S 


DECISIVE ACTIONS IN MAYAGUEZ RESCUE 


I am proud of the fact 
that the people of Alabama 
were in the forefront of the 
overwhelming approval given 
by the American people to 
President Ford's forthright 
and decisive action in order- 
ing the rescue of the con 
tainer ship Mayaguez and its 
3% man crew 

News that the Cambodian 
Communists had pirated the 
Ship while it was 60 miles 
offshore and in international 
waters, raised fears that we 
might be facing another Pue- 
blo incident in which diplo- 
matic efforts to gain freedom 
of the ship and crew weretur 
ned aside by North Korean 
Communists who were satis 
fied with nothing less than 
forcing the United States to 
make humiliating admissions 
of guilt 


When news of the capture 
of the Mayaquez was inade 
known, I said that it was an 
outrage which the United St- 
ates could not det go unch- 
allenged. It was my recom- 
mendation that the President 
should find out all of the cir- 
cumstances as soon as pos- 
sible and take whatever mea- 
sures were necessary -- in- 
cluding force, if needed -- to 
recover the ship and its crew 

The President properly so- 
ught diplomatic assistance in 
freeing the ship and crew. He 
called on the Chinese to in- 
tercede with their Communist 
allies, but nothing productive 
came through that channel. He 
asked the United Nations to 
use its contacts, but no one 
really expected any action fr- 
om .that organization, and of 


course none was taken. The 
President used various other 
diplomatic channels open to 
him but with no success 

Fortunately he was also 
moving our warships and men 
into. position, and ordering 
‘round-the-clock air recon- 
naissance of the ship as it 
Stood at anchor. This stra- 
tegy helped to isolate the Ship 
and prevent the Communists 
from taking the ship or the 
crew to the mainland. It was 
this isolation at sea, far from 
the mainland, that made the 
Successful rescue operation 
possible 

I supported the President's 
firm stand throughout, for it 
was action that had to be taken 
to preserve our nations honor 
Of course, I am deeply sad- 
dened at the tragic loss of 
American lives and the wound- 
ing of scores of our men, and 
I grieve with the families and 
friends of those who made the- 
se sacrifices 

Certainly it must be said 
that these sacrifices were not 
made in vain because these he- 
roes, who fought so courage- 
ously, were acting in the fin- 
est patriotic tradition fight- 
ing for our Country's honor 
Some second guessing is tak- 
ing place by those critical of 
the President's action. Was 
force necessary? Was too 
much force used? Now, hind- 
Sight is always better than 
foresight. The point had to 
be proved that we will fight 
to protect the rule of law 
where our national interests 
are at stake. It was a stand 
for law and for principle and 
America stands taller today 
as a result.

In the last hectic davs ofthe 
fall of Saigon many strange 
and disturbing stories began 
trickling out of South Vietnam 
We were told of panic-stricken 
Vietnamese trving to claw th- 
vir way intothe American Em- 
bassy being beaten back by 
rifle’ butts, of South Vietna- 
mese pilots crashing their 
helicopters into the sea near 
the U.S.S. Blue Ridge so they 
would have to be taken aboard, 
of South Vietnamese pilots 
flying to Thainland to seek re- 
fuge, of tens of thousands of 
people fleeing to the South 
China Sea in small boats and 
jerry-built rafts to avoid the 
impending bloodbath and of wi- 
despread looting of abandoned 
U.S. facilities. 


One incident received very 
little coverage in the press. It 
concerned the attempt by Pre- 
sident Thieu to sneak some 
16 tons of gold, worth nearly 
$100 million, out to Switzer- 
land where, itis reputed, there 
are secret numbered Swiss 
bank accounts. I don't know 
what the true facts are, but | 
did have the chance to recen- 
tly talk with some of the last 
out this event. 

According to news reports, 
the Thieu government asked 
Balair, a chartered affiliate 
of Swissiar, to fly out the gold. 
Apparently, Balair did not fe-* 
rry out the gold for several 
reasons -- weight of the gold, 
space limitations and the hu- 
manitarian mission of the 
DC-8 flight. 

After Balair refused to ca-

rry the gold, the Thieu gov- 
ernment contactedthe U.S. An 
Air Force plane was placed on 
Standby in the Philippines that 
could be available on five ho- 
urs notice. However, after 
President Thieu resigned and 
General Duong Van ** Big " 
Minh took over, that flight was 
cancelled, And , as far asthe 
men I talked with know, no U.S 
plane flew any gold out of Sai- 
gon 

Although there are some re- 


ports of high-ranking South 
Vietnamese officers carrying 
out a few gold bars, by all 
accounts it appears that the 
bulk of the gold was still flo- 
ating around when the Com- 
munists took over Saigon. By 
the time ''Big'' Minh was ca- 
ptured, news reports were so- 
mewhat sketchy-as most ofthe 
American journalists had been 
evacuated during the final hel- 
icopter exodus. However, ac- 
cording to available informa- 
tion, it appears that Minh 
was treated surprisingly well 
by his captors. This leadsme 
to believe that he made a deal 
with the Communist -- and 
what did he have to trade? 
Of course, this is pure con- 
jecture on my part, but it 
does seem unreasonable that 
he would trade the gold for 
his life. It is also possible, 
though not probable, that Thieu 
was successful in sneaking out 
part of the gold. 

There are many unafwered 
questions surrounding this in- 
cident, and I shall be parti- 
cularly interested to see if 
anyone finds out what happ- 
ened to ‘'Thieu's gold’’

WHEREAS, the first Tues- 
day after the expiration of three 
months from final adjournment 
of the 19°75 Second Special Se- 
ssion of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama will be and occur on June 
10, 1975; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such 
election, together with the pro- 
posed amendment is required 
by law and by the provisions 
of the act submitting the am- 
endment to be given by a pro- 
clamation of the Governor to be 
published in each county in the 
State of Alabama for four suc- 
cessive weeks next preceding 
ne day appointed for the elec- 
ion: 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, Geo- 
rge C. Wallace, as Governor 
of the State of Alabama, do 
hereby give notice, direct and 
proclaim that on Tuesday the 
10th day of June 1975, an elec- 
tion will be held at the several 
polling places within the State 
of Alabama in the manner and 
form prescribed by law upon the 
following proposed amendment 
to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama of 1901: 

“Any provision of the Con- 
Stitution of Alabama or amend- 
ments thereto to the contrary 
notwithstanding, the State shall 
have the power to engage in 
works of internal improvement 
in connection with the develop- 
ment, construction, improve- 
ment, expansion, and moderni- 
zation of the State Docks fac- 
ilities at the Port of Mobile. 

“The Legislature may by 
appropriate laws authorize the 
State to become indebted and, 
in evidence of such indebt- 
edness, to sell and issue its 
interest bearing general obli- 
gation bonds, in an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding 
Forty-five Million Dollars 
($45,000,000), for the purpose 
of paying costs of the develop- 
ment, conStruction, improve- 
ment, expansion, and modern- 
ization of the State Docks facil- 
ities at the Port of Mobile, 
as the said facilities may at 
any time exist. The full 
faith, credit, and taxing powers 
of the State are hereby pledged 
to the prompt and faithful pay- 
ment at their respecitve mat- 
urities of the principal of 
and interest on the bonds. The 
said bonds may be additionally 
secured by any special pledges 
that may be provided for by 
the legislature. 

“The Legislature may, by 
appropriate laws, provide for 
the organization of a public 
corporation with power to act 
for the State in the authoriza- 
tion, sale, issuance and appro- 
val of disbursement of proceeds 
of the said bonds and any bonds 
that may hereafter be issued 
for the purpose of refunding 
them. The said public cor- 
poration shall consist of the 
Governor, the Director of Fin- 
ance, one member of the Sen- 
ate, appointed by the President 
of the Senate, one member of 
the House of Representatives, 
appointed by the Speaker, and 
the Director of the State Docks 
Department, each of whom 
shall be members of its Board 
of Directors. 

“The Legislature shall im- 
plement the provisions of this 
amendment by appropriate leg- 
islation.”

Gilmer Grant of Route One, 
Glenwood, Alabama, in north 
Coffee County described the 
way he treated for nematodes: 
“We planted 144 acres of pea- 
nuts and put out within two 
gallons of the amount of Fu- 
mazone 86 that we planned to, 
This year is the first time 
we have ever treated for ne- 
matodes. We had always wor- 
ried about the inconvenience of 
putting it out, but our anxie- 
ties about application were not 
a problem after all. We were 
extremely well pleased with 
the ease of applying this ma- 
terial using an applicator and 
frame built by Pearman En- 
gineering Company of Chula, 
Georgia. This was mountedto 
a John Deere tool bar. We 
also used Thimet for thrips 
control which was put out with 
a separate applicator.” 

The Grant brothers, Har- 
per, Connie and Gilmer, op- 
erate one of the few triple 
partnerships that I know about. 
They have farmed this way 
successfully for several ye- 
ars, and the future looks good. 

The Grants used a double 
coulter in front of the plan- 
ters with distribution tubes at- 
tached to each one. The coul- 
ters are 10 inches apart. The 
seed are placed directly be- 
tween the coulters. They did 
not have any trouble with dr- 
agging up litter or clogging or 
any kind of trouble whatso- 
ever. With some of our older 
equipment, farmers had trou- 

le in dragging up trash and 

ebris which made putting out 
hematocides more difficult. 

“We operated our tractor 
at about 5 1/4 miles per hour, 
and the machine which puts 
out the Fumazone is easily 
calibrated. For example, at 
about 5 miles per hour we 
used a No. 32 disc. On some 
fields where we had to go less 
than 5 miles per hour, we 
used a No. 29 disc. With'the 

. four-row tractor we could put 
out all of our materials and 
still cover 50 acres a day.” 

Dr. Luther Farrar, our 
Extension pathologist, has had 
some experience with the co- 
ulter type applicators. He 
said, “Be sure that a press 
wheel is used where you use 
the coulter type applicator. 
Otherwise, the material will 
not be sealed in. I have one 
of these coulter type mach- 
ines which I am using to put 
in some demonstrations.” 

The Grants sent nematode 
samples in to the laboratory 
back in the spring and deci- 
ded to go ahead and treat for 
nematodes. Peanuts have be- 
come such a high value crop 
that the Grants don’t want to 
take any chances on insects 
and diseases getting part of 
the profits. 

The Grants used Dinitro 
and Lasso and also Dyanap and 
Lasso as an over the top band 
treatment on peanuts. Pre- 
viously, they had used Balan 
and Vernam as a’ preplant 
herbicide. They will be using 
some Butoxone later in the 
season to get some of the 
weeds that escaped the other 
treatment. 

The Grants have had some 
difficulty in the past with le- 
afspot control. A lot of gro- 
wers use one material and just 
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Stay with the one material. 
However, the Grants will use 
Bravo on some of their fields, 
DuTer on others and Kocide 
404S on some of their acres. 
Connie said, “We believe that 
any of these three will be ef- 
fective for us if used pro- 
perly. We can see for our- 
selves how each one performs. 
In addition to this, there is a 
difference in the price, and we 
want to be sure we are not 
paying more for leafspot con- 
trol than is necessary.” 

Incidentally, the Grants la- 
st year averaged 2100 pounds 
of peanuts on 96 acres. They 
believe they left almost half 
that many in the field due to 
harvesting late in the season 
after heavy rains and after le- 
afspot control had weakened. 

Three hundred acres of co- 
rn is a large acreage for any- 
one farming in Coffee County. 
However, the Grants have gone 
heavy on corn for a number of 
years. I asked about weed 
control in corn. Gilmer said, 
“If we had it to go over again, 
we would use a herbicide on 
our corn to help control tht 
weeds and grass. We hope 
that we can clean it with two 
cultivations this time. It se- 
ems that weeds and grasses 
are worse this year than they 
have ever been -- probably 
due to the big rains we have 
had. We either have more of 
them or they are all coming 
up at the same time, one.” 

I recommended directed 
spraying with 2,4-D later in 
the season as a layby treat- 
ment on their corn if they are 
not able to clean it with reg- 
ular cultivations. Banvel, Ey- 
ik or Lorox can also be used. 
Incidentally, Banvel can be 
applied any time fromthe corn 
seedling stage until it is about 
three feet high. Evik must be 
applied as a directed spray 
after the corn is 12 inches 
tall. Lorox must also be 
applied as a directed spray 
after the corn is 15 inches 
tall. Evik and Lorox can al- 
so be applied in water or li- 
quid nitrogen solutions. Be 
sure to follow instructions on 
applying any of these mater- 
ials. 

Eventually, I believe more 
of our Coffee County farmers 
will be doing a much better 
job of grass and weed control 


in corn than they do at the 


present time. Some growers 
are using herbicides not only 
to clean up the corn and in- 
crease yields but also to pre- 
vent heavy week infestations 
in peanut-corn rotations.

A popular type is made of 
galvanized wire. Plastic bas 
kets, in a wide variety of 
colors, are alsoavailable. Ot 
her baskets include those of 
teakwood or cypress wood wh- 
ich are usually used with or 
chids and bromeliads, Cer- 
amic or Clay pots can be used 
for cacti and other succulents, 

If you use a wire or other 
open-meshed basket, you ha- 
ve to line it to keep the soil 
in the container. Baskets are 
usually lined with a thick lay 
er -- up to two inches of 
coarse sphagnum moss. But, 
some gardeners use plastic 
film or aluminum foil inst- 
ead of moss. When these are 
used, punch small holes in the 


bottom of the lining material | 


for drainage and air circu- 
lation, If lining a basket is 
too much trouble for you, use 
a solid plastic basket that re- 
quires no lining 

After you have lined your 
basket fill it with soil. A 
good mixture for hanging bas- 
kets is one or two parts lo- 
amy soil, one part sand or 
vermiculite and one or two 
parts peat moss or bark. Put 
plants in the basket at about 
the same depth in the soil 
as they were previously gr- 
owing. After placing the soil 
around the plant, thoroughly 
soak the basket in a tub of 
water and hang it up. Be- 
cause they are exposed to air 
on all sides, hanging baskets 
dry out very fast and need to 
be watered often -- even da- 
ily. 

Some good flowering pl- 
ants and cactus for hanging 
baskets are Impatiens, Wax 
begonia, Fuchsias, Was Plant, 
Burro’s tail and Cascade Pe- 
tunia. Foliage plants which 
grow well in baskets are As- 
paragus Fern, English Ivy, 
Swedish Ivy, Vining Philoden- 
dron, Spider Plant, Wander- 
ing Jew and Golden Pothos.

Slovenly Neighbors 

Morgan not only didn’t love his 
neighbors, he hated them. They 
were so untidy that debris of all 
kinds littered their yard. Finally 
he asked a court to order a clean- 
up. 

“That place is an eyesore,” he 
told the judge. “Besides disturb- 
ing me personally, it also reduces 
the value of my real estate.”

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However, the judge refused to 
mix in. He said that generally 
speaking, a property owner has no 

“right to impose his standards of 
neatness upon the neighbors. 

This has long been the prevail- 
ing rule of law. It applies not only 
to standards of neatness but also 
to standards of beauty. Consider 
another case: 

A suburban family was of- 
fended by the rough, unpainted 
wooden fence erected By the peo- 
ple next door. But in a court test, 
the neighbors pointed out that 
their fence had been put up for 
the legitimate purpose of protect- 
ing their garden. 

Again declining to interfere, 
the court said: 

“The defendants were not com- 
pelled to consult the taste of their 
neighbors as to the kind of fence 
they should build or the colo: of 
Paint they should use. They were 
within their rights in satisfying 
their own taste.” 

On the other hand, unsightli 
ness may cerry at least some 
weight if there are other grounds 
for complaint as well. Another 
court faced the question of 
whether an auto wrecking yard 


could operate in an unzoned resi-- 


dential district. The court said: 

“Unsightly things are not to be 
blamed solely on that account. 
Many of them are necessary in 
carrying on the activities of or- 
ganized society 

“But such things should be 
(operly placed, not so located as 
to be unduly offensive to the 
neighbors or to the public. A junk 
yard should not be located in a 
community of unquestioned resi- 
dential character.”
